This is one of the top priority 
jobs for the millions of prisoners in 
Allied hands. As fast as they can 
be screened they are being used in 
every possible way to speed 
the 
gigantic task of redeploying Amer- 
ian forces and equipment for the 
cleanup in the Pacific. 
Skilled German 
prisoners 
are 
being used to recondition 
equip- 
ment to be shipped to the Far East. 
Others by the thousands are toil- 
ing under the eyes of doughboy 
guards on every kind of job from 
crating supplies to repairing roads 
over which men and material will 
flow back to the Atlantic ports. 
Next to facilitating the American 
army's redeployment the most im- 
portant job to which German pris- 
oners will be turned, probably will 
be 
farming — trying 
to 
raise 
enough food to win what obviously 
will be a close race with starva- 
tion in middle Europe next winter. 
There is still another job awaiting 
them — the task 
of 
rebuilding 


ruined Europe. 
Russia and Britain already are 
using war prisoners for reconstruc- 
tion. France has put in her bid for 
tens of thousands for this purpose. 
It seems likely the Germans may 
have to work out much of their 
reparations in sheer, sweat,

haps for years to come. Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, Gen. Eisenhower's 
deputy for the occupation of Ger- 
many, has said that when the Reich

Fritz Kuhn to

It Was 
the heaviest price thus far paid by 
an American fighting ship in World 
War H. It was twice the cost of 
the entire battle of the Coral Sea. 
Big Ben is the USS Franklin, 27- 
000-ton Essex class 
carrier. An 
hour after dawn on March 19, as 
she stood 60 miles off Japan,, she 
was as proud and trim a warship 
as ever rode the waves. She was 
a carrier division flagship poised 
to strike with other units of Vice 
Adm. 
Marc Mitscher's Task Force 
58 at remnants of the Japanese 
fleet in the inland sea. 
A few minutes later, because one 
Japanese dive-bomber got through, 
she was a volcanic chaos of burst- 
ing bombs, flaming gasoline, and 
exploding rockets and gun ammuni- 
tion.

We arrived here at U a. in. from 
Gerardmer and Colmar just as six 
American fighters appeared over

We are now 52 Americans — in- 


cluding l(i officers, seven Sikhs and 
my French Alpinist friend. Every- 
one is in remarkably high spirits, 
and it seems lo me the average 
G. I. or officer is perfectly able to 
take in stride the severe emotional 
shock of finding himself prisoner 
in a country whose prisons have 
been pretty malodorous in the past 
11 years 
During the lapse between this 
entry and the last, 1 thought that 
this diary — the longest consecutive 
chronicle I ever managed to keep 


— was going to die in its infancy. 
The Germans had the book 
and 
there was no guarantee I'd ever 
gel it back. 
This afternoon a small, mild Eng- 
lish-speaking Nazi who had agreed 
to try to censor it gave it back. 
He said he thought I ought to try 
to be a little less open in future 
entries and instead, rely on hints of 
what I thought or what happened 
and then I would recall the events 
later in my mind when I was in a 
'happier position." I will take his 
advice. 
On arrival there was no room 


for us'in the underground works of 
the old fortifications where the old 
prisoners of various

shouted greetings and threw cigar- 
els at us through the barbed w|re 
as we marched past. 
We are living in an old military 
hospital about two miles inland 
from the western end of the fam- 
ous Kchl bridge across the Rhine.

For the next couple of minutes the 
whole building went through nau- 
seating spasm after spasm.

When we looked out again there 
were great fires already starting, 
some of which lasted through the 
night. Within an hour huge 
col- 
imns 
of smoke 
were pouring 
across the town, 


One building near us Was hit. 
Several people, including two Rus- 
sians, were Killed. It wasn't a very 
big raid as such go nowdays but it 
seems to have done very 
great 
damage, and the German guards 
arc furious. 


Two of them who knew I speak 
German parked themselves 
near 
me that afternoon and began a long 
dialogue spiced with phrases like 
'beasts in human form," "air 
gangsters" and "murderers of lit- 
le children." 


There is a well fostered legend, 
which most Germans if they had 
my sense would disprove sooner or 
ater with their own eyes, that all 
American bombers 
have Negro 
crews. This is supposed to stimu- 
atc moral indignation in the peo- 
ple who have been steeped over 10 
cars in Hitler's race theories. 
What with hunger, air raids and 
he complete 'indifference of 
the 
Jermans toward all prisoners, life 
here is one big pain in the neck. 


Sirens blare away several times- 
a day and sometimes two or three 
imes a nignt. Each time everyone 
nust leave his barracks and dive 
or "safety" into what the Germans 
:all their air raid shelters. For en 
istcd men these arc just a lot of 
mcovered trenches running around 
he edges of a big central court- 
yard. 


Offices presumably being more 
valuable beings from a 
German 


>oint of view, were herded into a 
series of low-arched cellars under a 
shaky old building where We would 
nevitably be burled, under tons of 
rubble if anything hit us. 
Once we saw three target indi- 
cators go down beyond a balloon 
jarrago which guards the 
Kehl 
jridge, one of the most vital cross- 
ngs on the Rhine. The Germans 
all claimed three planes were shot 
down, and when we laughed they 
were furious. 


Air raids, however, are only a 
periodic nuisance. Hunger is with 
us night and day. 
There is no question here of get- 
ing meat, cheese, sausage, fruit or 
other things which fighting 
sol- 
liers receive, as we arc supposed 
.o under the Geneva convention. 
Our basic ration consists of a loaf 
of heavy sour bread per man every 
six days, 
plus 
one-fourth 
pint 
ersatz jam, a quarter pound of 
margarine and a quarter pound of 


• The officers arc separated -from 
the men "who "arc" living in pretty 
crowded conditions on straw sacks 
on the floor. We each have a bed 
with one rough sheet and two blan- 
kets and sleep three to :a room. 
, We were dcloused here the first 
day and given a shower . while our 
clothes were in the 
process' of 
much needed disinfection. The Ger- 
mans 
took- all --our 
remaining 
money, including my 
string of 
short-snorter ..bills.

When we looked out again there 
were great fires already starting, 
some of which lasted through the 
night. Within an hour huge 
col- 
imns 
of smoke 
were pouring 
across the town, 


One building near us Was hit. 
Several people, including two Rus- 
sians, were Killed. It wasn't a very 
big raid as such go nowdays but it 
seems to have done very 
great 
damage, and the German guards 
arc furious. 


Two of them who knew I speak 
German parked themselves 
near 
me that afternoon and began a long 
dialogue spiced with phrases like 
'beasts in human form," "air 
gangsters" and "murderers of lit- 
le children." 


There is a well fostered legend, 
which most Germans if they had 
my sense would disprove sooner or 
ater with their own eyes, that all 
American bombers 
have Negro 
crews. This is supposed to stimu- 
atc moral indignation in the peo- 
ple who have been steeped over 10 
cars in Hitler's race theories. 
What with hunger, air raids and 
he complete 'indifference of 
the 
Jermans toward all prisoners, life 
here is one big pain in the neck. 


Sirens blare away several times- 
a day and sometimes two or three 
imes a nignt. Each time everyone 
nust leave his barracks and dive 
or "safety" into what the Germans 
:all their air raid shelters. For en 
istcd men these arc just a lot of 
mcovered trenches running around 
he edges of a big central court- 
yard. 


Offices presumably being more 
valuable beings from a 
German 


>oint of view, were herded into a 
series of low-arched cellars under a 
shaky old building where We would 
nevitably be burled, under tons of 
rubble if anything hit us. 
Once we saw three target indi- 
cators go down beyond a balloon 
jarrago which guards the 
Kehl 
jridge, one of the most vital cross- 
ngs on the Rhine. The Germans 
all claimed three planes were shot 
down, and when we laughed they 
were furious. 


Air raids, however, are only a 
periodic nuisance. Hunger is with 
us night and day. 
There is no question here of get- 
ing meat, cheese, sausage, fruit or 
other things which fighting 
sol- 
liers receive, as we arc supposed 
.o under the Geneva convention. 
Our basic ration consists of a loaf 
of heavy sour bread per man every 
six days, 
plus 
one-fourth

ersatz jam, a quarter pound of 
margarine and a quarter pound of 


• The officers arc separated -from 
the men "who "arc" living in pretty 
crowded conditions on straw sacks 
on the floor. We each have a bed 
with one rough sheet and two blan- 
kets and sleep three to :a room. 
, We were dcloused here the first 
day and given a shower . while our 
clothes were in the 
process' of 
much needed disinfection. The Ger- 
mans 
took- all --our 
remaining 
money, including my 
string of 
short-snorter ..bills.

London, May 17 — (UP)— The

Marshal Tito had withdrawn his 
troops from west of the Isonzo river 
in northern Italy, where they had 
been encroaching on territory taken 
by the Allied armies. And it was 
stressed in Rome that the appear- 
ance of a British fleet in Trieste 
harbor was not intended as a show 
of strength to Tito,

However, there were no reports 
so far that Tito had replied to the 
American and British notes asking 
the withdrawal of his forces from 
the city. A United Press dispatch 
from Trieste reported that heavily- 
armed partisans still patrolled the 
city's streets, rubbing elbows with 
American G. l.'s and white-uni- 
formed British Tars.

At Yalta President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
pledged recognition of the Warsaw • 
regime as soon as it was organized 
on

The Russian leader broke his si- 
lence on'the Polish issue ds reports 
were heard here that arrange- ' 
ments were being pressed for a 
meeting of the Big Three. His state- 
ments were contained in a reply 
broadcast by the Moscow radio to 
a letter written by Ralph Parker, 
Moscow correspondent for the Lon- 
don times.

The present area of occupation is 
about eight times as large as that 
occupied by the American Army 
after the First World War. 
The present boundaries of the 
American zone was not necessar- 
ily permanent ones. The area occu- 
pied by the 15th Army includes 
the whole Rhine province, except a 
small segment north of a line be- 
tween Wesel and Geldern.

The Chinese opened 
their 
as- 
sault on Foochow May 10 and 24 
lours later smashed into the city 
tself. Sanguinary street 
fighting 
allowed. 
The Japanese rushed 
reinforce- 
nents, presumably from Formosa, 
nto the battle early this week at 
one time cleared the entire city of 
Chinese. The Chinese bounded back 
vith another fierce attack and fin-
